IX THE light of the full moon, the savage 
crept stealthily through the matted jungle 
to a clearing where the dead man lay.

So many of our modern inventions and 
discoveries in science and medicine are not 
really new ideas. They are old ideas with a 
new look! They may 'he clothed in modern, 
dress and speech, but they have their origin 
in the past. 
Two thousand years ago, Hero of Alex­ 
andria invented the steam turbine, but the 
idea, lay forgotten until the 17th century. 
Three thousand years ago, the ancient 
Egyptians used perfumed face creams. 
Vases found in the tomb of Tutankamen 
are still fragrant. 
And 1600 years ago the Roman govern­ 
ment had wage laws and price fixing, with 
death as the penalty for violators! 
• • • 
Since many of our inventive and scientific 
Ideas have their roots in 'the past, there is 
danger of accepting them as they are and 
bringing all progress to a halt. 
Years ago a bill was Introduced to 
Congress to close the government patent 
office. The sponsor of the measure ex­ 
plained: “Every conceivable invention 
already has been made!** 
To ban new ideas or the development of 
old ones is to block progress. For while 
ideas may be old, having their origin in 
antiquity, there is no idea that cannot be 
improved upon. 
An idea has unlimited possibilities. 
No idea is ever completely used up. Time 
and experience always can reveal new 
applications for old ideas. So no matter how 
long it has lived, an idea can never grow oid!

Pythagoras, 
a 
Greek 
philosopher 
six 
centuries before Christ, discovered the earth 
was a globe, but it took Columbus 2100 years 
later to develop and make a practical use 
of 'the same idea! 
Ideas are seldom born full grown! 
They must grow to maturity and ripen, 
through the years! 
A half-centry ago a shepherd boy guard­ 
ing his flocks by night among the fields of 
Serbia discovered thieves lurking in the 
bordering cornfields awaiting an opportunity 
to make off with a part of the herd. 
Drawing a knife with a long handle, the 
boy thrust 'the blade deep into the ground. 
As the thieves approached, the boy 
struck the wooden handle and the sound 
was transmitted through the ground to 
another boy with his ear pressed against 
the ground. Soon, dozens of other hoys 
had heard the message and hurried to 
help. 
The method of signalling was centuries 
old, yet no one could explain it to the boy. 
But he determined to find the answer. 
So it was that Michael Pupin, a 15- 
year • old immigrant boy from Serbia, 
landed in New York in 1874, and eventu­ 
ally worked his way through Columbia 
university. 
His inventions have been worth over a 
billion dollars in long distance and radio 
communications because he took an age-old 
idea and developed it! So the real test of any 
idea, is not its age but its .harvest!
